The  Neighborhood 

The  Liberty-Hill  Historic  District  is  significant  as  an  intact  representation  of  nineteenth  century 
middle  class  housing  and  developmental  practices.  It  is  one  of  the  earliest  residential  “suburbs” 
to  be  developed  in  San  Francisco,  with  major  development  starting  in  the  1860s  and  continuing 
until  the  turn  of  the  century.  Since  the  fire  following  the  1906  earthquake  was  stopped  at  the 
Twentieth  Street  boundary  of  the  District,  the  District  contains  examples  of  all  architectural  styles 
prevalent  during  the  developmental  period. 

The  District’s  houses  range  in  size  from  the  small  “workingman’s  cottages”  on  Lexington  and  San 
Carlos  Streets,  with  their  uniform  facades  and  setbacks,  to  the  individually  built  houses  found, 
for  example,  on  Liberty  and  Fair  Oaks  Streets,  with  varying  architectural  facades  and  setbacks. 
While  there  are  only  a few  “grand”  houses  in  the  District,  a number  were  designed  by  architects 
well  known  in  the  Bay  Area,  including  Albert  Pissis,  the  Newsom  brothers,  Charles  Shaner, 
William  H.  Toepke,  Charles  Havens,  and  Charles  J.  Rousseau. 

The  “suburban”  quality  of  the  Liberty-Hill  area  is  retained  to  this  day.  It  is  enhanced  by  extensive 
street  tree  plantings  and  the  very  low  incidence  of  commercial  establishments  in  the  residential 
areas.  The  great  majority  of  the  District’s  businesses  are  on  Valencia  Street,  an  historic  and 
unifying  commercial  corridor,  as  compared  to  the  typical  San  Francisco  pattern  of  a grocery  store 
or  saloon  on  nearly  every  corner. 

The  District  is  significant  in  its  representation  of  San  Francisco  development  modes  of  the 
period.  The  San  Francisco  Homestead  Union,  the  earliest  such  organization  in  the  City,  owned 
and  subdivided  one  block  in  the  District  in  the  1860s.  The  Real  Estate  Associates  (TREA),  the 
largest  builder  of  speculative  housing  in  San  Francisco  in  the  1870s,  developed  Lexington  and 
San  Carlos  Streets  as  well  as  a number  of  other  sites  in  the  District.  Other  blocks  were 
purchased  by  real  estate  developers  and  sold  lot  by  lot. 

The  initial  residents  in  the  Liberty-Hill  Historic  District  comprised  a mix  of  professionals,  laborers 
and  small  scale  entrepreneurs.  There  have  been  a number  of  famous  residents  and  visitors  to 
the  District,  including  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  John  Daly,  Susan  B.  Anthony  and  Lotta  Crabtree.  In 
addition,  the  District  is  associated  with  both  the  last  alcalde  of  San  Francisco  under  Spanish 
sovereignty,  Jose  de  Jesus  Noe,  and  the  first  mayor  under  American  rule,  Washington  Bartlett. 

Seventy  percent  of  all  the  buildings  in  the  District  are  Victorian,  with  forty-two  percent  being 
Italianate,  twenty  percent  Stick  and  eight  percent  Queen  Anne.  Of  the  buildings  in  the  District, 
approximately  one  third  are  architect  designed.  Overall,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three,  or  over  half 
of  all  buildings,  are  classified  as  “contributing”  to  the  Victorian  character  of  the  District,  while 
seventy-four  are  “potentially  contributing”  in  that  reversal  of  inappropriate  alterations  could 
restore  the  original  character  of  the  buildings.

THE  JOHN  McMullen  house  & garden 

Built  as  a narrow  stick-style  single  family  house  on  a fifty-foot  wide  lot  at  the  north  end  of  the 
’ current  property.  Water  connected  May  31,  1881.  Architect  Samuel  Newsom  designed  the  first 
addition  in  1890,  incorporating  the  signature  Queen  Anne  tower,  horseshoe  arch  entrance,  and 
! clipped  gable  ends.  After  1892,  the  kitchen  was  widened  and  extended  to  the  rear.  Samuel 
Newsom  was  probably  the  designer  of  the  grand  Edwardian  dining  room  added  in  1898.  In 
I 1904  a butler’s  pantry  was  added.  The  25  foot  lot  to  the  south,  acquired  before  1894,  provided 
room  for  a formal  garden  with  fountain  and  walkways. 

This  striking  house  was  designed  and  built  for  Connecticut-born  John  McMullen  and  his  Swedish- 
1 born  wife  Lena.  McMullen  organized  and  presided  over  the  operations  of  civil  engineering  and 
construction  firms:  the  San  Francisco  Bridge  Company;  the  Puget  Sound  Bridge  and  Dredging 
: Company;  the  Atlantic,  Gulf  and  Pacific  Company  of  New  York;  and  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Gulf 
Company  of  Manila.  California  projects  completed  by  McMullen  included  Hunters  Point  dry 
dock.  Army  piers  at  Fort  Mason,  and  the  Navy  coaling  station  at  California  City.  McMullen’s 
, partners  were  George  W.  Catt  of  Seattle,  who  was  married  to  the  famous  suffragette  Carrie 
I Clinton  Chapman,  and  Herman  Krusi  of  Alameda,  an  alumnus  of  Cornell  University. 

i McMullen  may  have  deeded  the 
original  Guerrero  Street  parcel 
as  loan  collateral  because  the 
1894  and  1901  San  Francisco 
block  books  show  the  property 
owner  as  “Anglo-Cal  Bank,  L’rd 
[landlord].”  However,  by  1906 
Lena  McMullen  was  shown  as 
the  owner  of  the  property 
consolidated  into  a single  75- 
foot  wide  parcel.  By  1908  the 
McMullens  left  San  Francisco 
for  New  York. 


John  McMullen  retired  after 
World  War  I,  and  died  in  his 
home  on  Judas  Island,  South 
Norwalk,  Connecticut,  in 
August,  1921.  McMullen’s  will 
bequeathed  two-thirds  of  the 
stock  of  the  Atlantic,  Gulf  and 
Pacific  Company  of  New  York, 
then  valued  at  about  two 
million  dollars,  to  Cornell 
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827  Guerrero  St.  (cont.) 

University.  Two  of  McMullen’s  nephews  then  living 
on  High  Street  in  Oakland  unsuccessfully 
challenged  the  will  in  Connecticut  courts. 

Sale  of  827  Guerrero  to  Joseph  Young,  a druggist, 
was  recorded  on  January  11,  1908.  After  the 
Young  family  sold  the  property  in  1951,  the  once 
grand  single-family  home  became  a boarding 
house,  and  then  a residential  care  facility.  The 
current  owners  acquired  827  Guerrero  in  1978  and 
continued  to  operate  the  property  as  a state- 
licensed  board  and  care  facility  for  27  mentally 
impaired  adults.  Lavish  restoration  was 
undertaken  after  the  house  was  severely  damaged 
in  a four-alarm  fire  in  June,  1994.  The  house  was 
painstakingly  restored  under  the  direction  of  Arnold 
Lerner,  AIA,  and  has  been  available  for  special 
events  since  1998.  Receptions  for  up  to  120  and 
sit-down  dinners  for  up  to  50  can  be 
accommodated  on  the  spectacularly  decorated 
ground  floor,  which  is  now  handicapped-accessible.

THE  McSHANE  HOUSE 


A single-family  two  story  house  in  classic  stick  style  with  bargeboards  and  exposed  king  post 
truss  at  the  gable  end;  also  angular  trim  applied  to  emphasize  the  rectilinear  framing.  Known  to 
have  been  occupied  since  1888,  but  hooked  up  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  on 
February  1,  1895. 


The  1888  San  Francisco  City  Directory  shows  Daniel  L.  McShane  as  the  occupant  of  this  house, 
then  known  as  1005  21st  Street.  McShane  was  the  cashier  of  Goldberg,  Bowen  & Co.  Jacob 
Goldberg,  Charles  R.  Bowen,  and  Hugo  D.  Kiel  were  listed  as  “dealers  choice  family  groceries, 
teas  and  wine,  and  importers  French,  English  and  German  table  delicacies,  and  Havana  Key 
West  cigars,  426-432  Pine.”  McShane  had  married  Nellie,  daughter  of  Edward  Kerruish,  who 
lived  on  the  lot  to  the  west.  The  1894  block  book  shows  the  McShane  property  had  a fifty-foot 
frontage,  adjoining  the  corner  lot  occupied  by  an  Italianate  dance  hall  designed  by  the 
Newsome  brothers  in  1868,  later  raised  to  accommodate  a store  on  the  ground  floor. 

Daniel  McShane  last  appeared  in  the  1893  city  directory  as  proprietor  of  Daniel  L.  McShane  & 
Co.,  groceries,  427  Larkin.  His  widow,  Nellie  T.  McShane,  was  listed  at  1005  21st  Street  in 
1894,  but  by  1895  had  moved  to  her  father’s  residence,  now  3719-21 21st  Street. 


The  McShane  house  was  later  moved  eastward  to  permit  partitioning  of  the  lot.  The  contractor 

modern  two-flat  building  at  3715-17 
21st  Street  was  erected  in  1955  on  the 
western  24-foot  portion  of  the  original 
lot. 


The  current  owners  purchased  the 
McShane  house  in  October,  1995  from  j 
the  estate  of  Jovita  Valdez,  an  organizer 
for  a hotel  workers’  union.  Though  the 
house  had  been  partitioned  into  two  flats 
during  World  War  II,  the  new  owners 
were  delighted  to  find  many  of  the 
significant  interior  details  were  readily 
restorable.  Construction  of  a retaining 
wall,  necessary  to  stabilize  the  property, 
permitted  addition  of  a street-level 
garage.  Those  who  climb  the  gradual 
stairs  find  a thoughtfully  detailed  front 
lawn  halfway  up  to  the  front  door.  Both 
floors  enjoy  an  eastern  exposure  since 
the  corner  lot  was  never  developed  to  its 
full  potential.

THE  JAMES  ROLPH  HOUSE 

A single-family  two-story  slant-bay 
Italianate  with  moderately  elaborate 
ornamentation,  including  faux 
quoins  simulating  masonry 
construction.  Water  hookup  October 
28, 1875. 

This  house  was  built  on  one  lot  of  a 
tract  offered  by  a homestead 
association.  These  joint  stock 
corporations  enabled  prospective 
homeowners  to  purchase  land 
through  monthly  installments. 
When  subscribers  had  paid  in  a 
sufficient  sum,  they  were  given  title 
to  a specific  plot  chosen  from 
whichever  lots  were  then  unclaimed. 
The  purchaser  selected  a contractor, 
perhaps  with  the  advice  of  an 
architect. 


Here  on  the  southern  fringe  of  the 
Mission  District  the  building  of 
individual  homes  preceded 
development  of  public  works  and 
other  bureaucratic  niceties.  This 
house  was  first  listed  in  Langley’s 
San  Francisco  city  directory  for 
1875-76  as  “res  cor  21st  & 
Guerrero.”  During  1877  the  house 
was  listed  as  1212  21st  Street,  then  from  1878-1894  it  was  listed  as  1210  21st  Street, 
becoming  808  21st  Street  from  1895-1896,  finally  acquiring  its  present  identity  of  3416  21st 
Street  by  1897. 

The  subscriber  to  this  plot  was  James  Rolph,  born  in  London  in  1838.  Rolph  came  to  San 
Francisco  in  1860  and  worked  as  a notary  on  Montgomery  Street  before  he  Journeyed  back  to  i 
England  in  1867  by  way  of  Canada.  Ralph’s  voyage  to  England  was  delayed  for  several  weeks 
when  his  ship  foundered  off  Anticosti  Island  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  While  crossing  Panama 
during  his  return  to  California,  Rolph  met  Edinburgh-born  Miss  Margaret  Nichol,  en  route  to  Join 
her  brother  in  San  Francisco.  The  couple  were  married  on  June  26, 1868  at  old  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church  at  the  corner  of  Post  and  Powell  streets.  During  the  marriage  ceremony,  Rolph  received 
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3416  21st  St.  (cont.) 

a note  from  William  C.  Ralston  offering  employment  with  the  Bank  of  California.  Rolph  served 
the  bank  as  head  note  teller  for  over  forty  years. 

When  the  Rolphs  moved  to  21st  Street,  they  already  had  four  of  their  eventual  seven  children. 
James  Ralph’s  sister,  Miss  Mary  Rolph,  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1889  and  managed  her 
brother’s  household  until  he  died  at  home  on  May  31, 1918. 

The  most  notable  member  of  the  Rolph  brood  was  the  first  born,  James  Rolph,  Jr.  “Sunny  Jim” 
was  San  Francisco’s  longest-serving  mayor  before  he  was  elected  governor  of  California  in  1932. 

Number  3416  21st  Street  remained  in  the  Rolph  family  until  1946,  but  later  suffered  many 
esthetic  indignities.  The  Liberty-Hill  Historic  District  survey,  completed  in  1985,  characterized  the 
house  as  an  altered  Italianate  which  potentially  contributed  to  the  district.  Inappropriate 
I features/alterations  noted  were  “Facade  stripped  and  stuccoed  over;  cornice  removed;  tile  roof 
added;  garage.” 

The  facade  seen  today  is  the  result  of  a greatly  acclaimed  restoration  which  meticulously 
replaced  details  shown  in  a childhood  photo  of  “Sunny  Jim”  standing  in  the  street  in  front  of  his 
family’s  house.  The  present  owners  have  improved  the  interior  amenities  of  this  wonderfully 
bright  and  airy  historic  home  during  their  five  years  of  stewardship.

THE  FULLER-GRAVES  HOUSE 

A single-family  two-story  transitional  Italianate  home  with  attached  carriage  house  and 
servants’  quarters.  Water  hookup  June  14,  1880. 

Because  the  property  to  the  east  was  kept  by  the  original  owners  and  never  developed,  this 
house  receives  the  sunlit  exposure  of  a street  corner  setting,  but  offers  the  occupants  superior 
privacy.  The  slant-bay  front  windows  were  no  longer  the  height  of  fashion  when  the  house  was 
built,  but  were  probably  specified  to  blend  with  the  styling  of  the  seven  houses  to  the  east  which 
had  been  completed  in  the  summer  of  1878.  The  newfangled  rectangular  bay  windows  used  on 
the  east  side  of  this  house  and  on  homes  built  later  on  the  south  side  of  Hill  Street  were 
considered  more  efficient,  in  that  they  admitted  more  light,  and  added  more  floor  space. 

This  house,  originally  numbered  26  Hill  Street,  was  built  for  the  manager  of  a Washington  Street 
chair  manufactory.  Connecticut-born  Sherwood  W.  Fuller,  age  37,  his  33-year  old  wife  Jennnie, 
and  their  8-year  old  New  York-born  son  Henry  Hale  Fuller  moved  here  from  a modest  flat-front 

Italianate  at  134  Bartlett  Street. 

The  Fuller  family  probably  used 
the  two  grand  parlors  and  the 
dining  room  for  frequent 
entertaining.  According  to  the 
1900  San  Francisco  Blue  Book, 
the  Fullers  were  “at  home”  on 
Thursday.  The  1900  census 
shows  the  Fullers  had  three  live- 
in  retainers,  a 53-year  old 
Canadian-born  Anglo-Irish 
housekeeper,  a 17-year  old 
German-born  maidservant,  and 
a 42-year  old  New  York-born 
coachman.  Partially  erased 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
records  indicate  the  Fullers  kept 
six  horses  to  get  around  town. 


In  1900,  the  Fullers  had  a listed 
telephone,  Capp  402,  but  by 
1902  they  had  suffered  the 
modern  inconvenience  of  a 
change  in  telephone  numbering 
to  Capp  2141,  no  doubt 
necessitating  replacement  of 
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M.ikc  a L..i-nng  linprf"i.-;i

the  family’s  social  stationery. 

34  Hill  Street  was  sold  about  1904.  The  Fuller  family  briefly 
relocated  to  733  Ashbury  and  then  moved  on  to  Santa  Clara. 

The  second  owners  of  34  Hill  Street  were  a Mission  District 
physician,  John  Henry  Graves,  born  in  Sacramento  in  1866,  and 
his  wife  Lorette  Maddux  Graves,  born  in  Sonoma  County  in  1867. 

Doctor  Graves  was  graduated  from  the  Cooper  Medical  College, 
later  the  Stanford  University  medical  school,  in  1896,  and  did 
post-graduate  work  in  Vienna.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
Saint  Francis  Hospital,  serving  as  a trustee  from  1904  until  1930, 
and  as  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  1930  until  1936. 
Graves  served  as  President  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Medical 
Association,  and  the  California  State  Medical  Association,  and  he 
was  appointed  President  of  the  California  State  Board  of  Health 
by  one  of  his  patients.  Governor  James  Rolph,  Jr.  Graves  also 
earned  a reputation  as  a humanitarian,  serving  as  Medical 
Director  of  the  California  State  Industrial  Accident  Commission;  he 
was  also  associated  with  the  League  for  the  Conservation  of 
Public  Health,  and  in  1935  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Hospital 
Service,  Inc.,  offering  low-cost  hospitalization  on  a yearly 
subscription  basis. 

Though  Lorette  Graves  died  in  1927,  Doctor  Graves  never  lived  j 
alone  at  his  family  home,  where  he  passed  away  in  January, 
1948.  At  times  two  of  the  four  Graves  daughters  were  in 
residence  with  their  husbands,  and  this  may  account  for  some 
unusual  partitioning  recently  undone  by  the  present  owners.  The 
Graves’  first  child,  John  Maddux  Graves,  became  a physician  and 
was  first  to  leave  the  family  home.  The  sixth  child,  Alden  Maddux 
Graves,  became  a banker  and  moved  out  by  1930.  Daughter 
Sybil  Graves,  a long-time  teacher  and  administrator  in  the  San 
Francisco  public  schools,  became  Sister  Therese  Marie  after  her 
father's  death.  The  Graves  family  finally  moved  away  in  1954  | 
after  a half-century  on  Hill  Street. 

The  present  owners  purchased  34  Hill  Street  and  its  amazing 
7,500  square  foot  lot  in  the  summer  of  1999.  One  of  their  first 
significant  accomplishments  was  reconstruction  of  the  main 
staircase.  Substantial  work  has  lately  been  done  on  the  interior  of 
the  carriage  house,  to  be  followed  by  restoration  of  windows  on 
the  upper  veranda.

THE  FULLER-BEBAN  HOUSE 

A single-family  two-story  house  in  late 
Italianate  style  with  square  bay 
windows.  Water  hookup  August  28, 

1882. 

This  house,  originally  numbered  25  Hill 
Street,  was  the  center  of  three  adjacent 
rental  properties  constructed  on  an 
undivided  82'  6"  wide  lot  for  chair 
manufacturer  Sherwood  W.  Fuller,  who 
then  lived  with  his  family  at  34  Hill 
Street.  The  building  to  the  left,  now  45— 

47  Hill  Street,  was  completed  at  the 
same  time  as  a single-family  dwelling. 

Unfortunately,  all  the  original 
ornamentation  of  45—47  Hill  Street  was 
lost  before  or  during  a remodeling  about 
1970,  but  based  on  the  proportions  of 
the  bays  and  doorway,  the  original 
appearance  must  have  been  very  similar 
to  that  of  number  49.  The  very 
attractive  two-flat  building  to  the  right, 
now  53—55  Hill  Street,  was  completed 
in  March  1883  as  29  Hill  Street. 

Number  49  Hill  Street  was  sold  by  Sherwood  Fuller  before  1906  to  customs  inspector  Lewis 
Beban  and  his  wife  Grace.  The  Bebans  apparently  also  regarded  this  house  as  income  property, 
since  according  to  city  directories,  they  only  listed  this  address  as  their  residence  in  1925. 
Shortly  afterward  title  passed  to  the  Hillis  family.  James  Hillis  was  employed  by  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Railway  before  and  after  World  War  II,  and  retired  as  a San  Francisco 
Sheriffs  Deputy.  The  present  owners  purchased  the  house  in  late  1999  from  the  estate  of  his 
widow  Dorothy  Hillis. 

Though  49  Hill  Street  suffered  foundation  problems,  at  the  time  of  purchase  the  interior  details 
were  largely  intact.  The  necessity  to  raise  the  house  for  foundation  work  facilitated  addition  of  a 
garage,  utility  room,  family  room,  and  a home  office.  Creative  updating  of  lighting  and 
construction  of  a new  master  bath  and  kitchen  were  planned  by  one  of  the  current  owners,  an 
architect.  Major  new  construction  and  remodeling  were  completed  in  early  2001  by  specialized 
craftsmen  working  under  the  supervision  of  San  Francisco  general  contractor  Conrad  von 
Blankenburg.

THE  AUGUSTIN  F.  BERNARD  HOUSE 

A two-story  single  family  house  in  late  stick  style.  Elaborate  exterior  trim  includes  fishscale 
shingles,  a clipped  false  gable  with  overhanging  arch  above  a waffle-patterned  panel,  and  a 
highly  ornamented  portico.  Water  connection  February  15,  1889. 

This  house,  the  one  to  the  east  (now  44-46  Liberty  Street),  and  one  across  the  street  (now  17 

Liberty  Street)  were  designed  by 
Or  ^ \ A.J.  Barnett,  son  of  a St.  Louis 

architect.  The  contractor, 
Brennan  Brothers,  charged  $9100 
for  building  this  house  and  the 
house  next  door.  The  original 
owner  of  all  three  properties  was 
Southern  Pacific  land  sales  agent 
Daniel  Webster  Parkhurst,  who 
lived  at  120  Liberty  Street  from 
1878  to  1890.  Parkhurst  may 
have  built  these  houses  on 
speculation,  or  perhaps  he  was 
contemplating  good  rental  income 
in  this  increasingly  fashionable 
neighborhood. 

The  earliest  known  live-in  owner 
of  this  property  was  New  York- 
born  Augustin  F.  Bernard,  a 
merchant  and  later  a saloon 
keeper.  The  1900  census 
recorded  A.F.  Bernard  living  here 
with  his  second  wife  Mary,  five 
adult  children  by  his  first 
marriage,  and  a twenty-year  old 
Chinese  servant.  The  house 
remained  in  the  Bernard  family 
until  the  summer  of  1947. 
However,  thirteen  more  conveyances  were  recorded  before  title  passed  to  the  current  occupant 
in  1985.  By  that  date,  although  the  exterior  was  largely  intact,  50  Liberty  had  been  converted  to 
a rooming  house,  the  parlor  fireplace  was  missing,  and  some  of  the  interior  trim  had  been 
compromised  by  alterations. 

Today  50  Liberty  is  a truly  luxurious  home,  flooded  with  light,  incorporating  modern  baths,  a 
new,  classically  inspired  kitchen,  and  an  extraordinary  library.

THE  FORTUNATUS  D.  TRAVELLER  HOUSE 

Just  three  weeks  ago,  very 
thoughtful  new  members  of 
the  Victorian  Alliance  offered 
us  the  extraordinary 
opportunity  to  show  this 
significant  house— purchased 
in  September— before 
restoration  begins.  We  hope 
you  enjoy  seeing  this  “before” 
home  and  appreciate  the 
resources,  work,  and  devotion 
that  will  culminate  in  its 
much  anticipated  restoration. 


Built  in  the  San  Francisco  Stick  style  as  a single  family  two-story  house  with 
basement.  Water  service  requested  February  20,  1888. 

The  California  Architect  and  Building  News  for  February  15,  1888,  listed  construction  of  this 
house  by  Alameda  architect  and  builder  August  R.  Denke  at  a cost  of  $4500  for  one  “F.  S.  Traveler.” 
The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  on  October  6,  1887,  had  reported  the  purchase  of  the  lot,  originally  61 
feet  wide,  by  Lewis  W.  McGlauflin  for  $2400,  subject  to  a mortgage  of  $1,000. 

The  first  occupants  of  this  house,  then  known  as  30  Fair  Oaks,  were  drayman  Fortunatus  Dow 
Traveller,  his  wife,  the  former  Ida  A.  McGlauflin,  and  Traveller’s  widowed  mother-in-law,  Emeline 
McGlauflin.  The  Travellers  moved  to  a new  home  at  1400  San  Jose  Avenue,  Alameda,  by  1891. 
George  E.  Sexton,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  San  Francisco  Last  Factory,  was  listed  at  this  address 
in  1891  and  1892.  When  the  San  Francisco  Block  Book  was  published  in  1894,  Jennie  Sexton  was 
shown  as  owner.  On  May  27,  1899,  title  was  conveyed  by  the  Sextons  to  William  J.  Krase,  a skilled 
metal  worker,  and  his  wife  Anna.  Two  of  the  Krase  sons  reportedly  sold  flowers  grown  on  the 
property  from  a Mission  Street  flower  shop  which  they  opened  by  1920.  On  October  1,  1922,  title 
passed  to  funeral  director  Hugh  Comisky  and  his  wife  Katherine.  Ownership  remained  within  the 
Comisky  family  until  August  8,  1965. 

The  most  significant  change  to  the  property  was  made  about  1924,  when  a large  tract  at  the  top  of  the 
hill  was  being  cleared  for  construction  of  the  apartment  house  at  2 Fair  Oaks.  The  Comisky  family 


had  a two-story  Italianate  house  rolled  down  the  hill  to  the  southern  half  of  their  lot  where  it  was 
carefully  tucked  under  the  eaves  of  68  Fair  Oaks.  One  of  the  Comiskys’  daughters,  Kathleen  Murphy, 
lived  in  the  lower  flat  of  the  Italianate,  now  known  as  72-74  Fair  Oaks,  until  1946,  when  the 
property  was  partitioned  by  Mrs.  Comisky.  Frank  and  Kathleen  Murphy  thereafter  became  the 
owners  of  68  Fair  Oaks  and  retained  the  property  until  August  8,  1965. 

The  facade  of  68  Fair  Oaks  is  a delightful  pastiche  of  late  Victorian  architecture.  Though  the  southern 
half  of  the  wrap-around  porch  has  been  virtually  useless  for  seventy-five  years,  it  retains 
Carpenter  Gothic  scrollwork  balusters  which  complement  the  flat  sawn  balustrade  below.  In  the 
Stick  style,  much  of  the  trim  outlines  hidden  structural  members.  Classical  details  abound, 
including  colonettes,  elaborate  capitals,  brackets,  pendant  finials,  and  dentil  moldings.  The 
rectangular  massing  anticipates  the  American  Queen  Anne  style,  as  does  the  use  of  fishscale  shingles 
and  waffle  pattern  frieze  panels.  The  sunburst  in  high  relief  under  the  facing  gable  crowns  Denke’s 
exercise  in  architectural  exuberance. 

Further  delights  of  nineteenth-century  craftsmanship  await  tour  participants  who  venture  inside. 
The  front  parlor  has  an  Imposing  Arts  and  Crafts  fireplace,  which  may  conceal  the  original  1888 
hearth.  Down  the  hall  Is  a heavily  paneled  dining  room  with  original  woodwork,  fireplace,  and 
mantel.  Victoriana  aficionados  will  be  transported  by  the  amazing  rectangular  stairwell  which  hints 
at  more  pleasures  beyond.

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Horticultural  Highlights 

■ 827  Guerrero  Street  (McMullen  House) 

The  street  is  planted  with  Purple  Leaf  Plum  (Prunus  cerasifera  ‘Atropupurea’)  that 
contrasts  with  the  plantings  beyond.  A very  large  and  old  Deodar  Cedar  {Cedrus 
deodara)  provides  the  stature  and  sense  of  age  that  anchors  the  garden  to  it  s Victorian 
past.  The  stone  wall  capped  with  a wrought  iron  fence  frames  the  hillside  of  purple 
Lantana  {Lantana  montevidensis)  bordered  with  hedges  of  Wax-leaf  Privet  {Ligustrum 
japonicum).  The  main  entry  is  flanked  by  white  hybrid  tea  rose  standards. 

The  handicapped  ramp  has  been  integrated  as  part  of  the  garden  with  a winding 
pattern  that  ascends  from  the  street  level.  As  you  pass  a tall  Glossy  Privet  hedge 
{Ligustrum  lucidum),  an  intimate  garden  appears  featuring  a two-tiered  figural  fountain 
surrounded  by  English  Lavender  {Lavandula  angustifolia),  a Camellia  japonica,  and 
annual  bedding  plants.  As  the  ramp  ascends  to  the  side  door  of  the  house,  Creeping 
Fig  {Ficus  pumila)  vines  will  soon  thoroughly  cover  the  steel  railing  and  wire  fence 
panels. 

In  the  main  garden,  a large  lawn  dominates  the  design.  A profusion  of  flowers 
include  Snapdragons,  Pansies,  Dahlia,  Cyclamen,  Sweet  Allysum  and  Cosmos.  Shrubs 
and  border  plants  are  English  Lavender  {Lavandula  angustifolia).  New  Zealand  Tea 
Tree  {Leptospermum  scoparium)  and  Rosemary  {Rosmarinus  officinale).  Larger  shrubs 
and  small  trees  vary  widely  and  include  hybrid  tea  roses.  Camellia  japonica,  Tasmanian 
Tree  Fern  {Dicksonia  Antarctica),  Japanese  Maple  {Acer  palmatum  cultivars).  Lemon 
tree.  Butterfly  Bush  {Buddleia  davidii).  Geranium,  Artemesia  and  Rhododendron 
hybrids.  The  east  and  west  perimeter  are  framed  by  tall  hedges  of  Glossy  Privet 
{Ligustrum  lucidum).  A beautiful  old  wrought  iron  fence  along  the  rear  portion  of  the 
south  property  line  is  covered  with  Jasmine  vines  {Jasminum  polyanthum). 

■ 34  Hill  Street  (Fuller-Graves  House) 

In  the  front  yard,  two  Southern  Magnolias  {Magnolia  grandiflora)  as  street  trees  set 
the  tone  for  a magnificent  garden  behind.  Clambering  over  the  entry  is  a Wisteria  vine. 
The  wrought  iron  front  fence  is  filled  with  a Bower  Vine  {Pandorea  Jasminoides).  Along 
the  path  of  stepping-stones  you  will  find  a large  Heath  {Erica  spp.),  Hollywood  Juniper 
{Juniperus  chinensis  Torulosa’),  Wild  Lilac  {Ceanothus  griseus  horizontalis)  and  the 
first  examples  from  the  hybrid  tea  rose  standards  garden. 

The  side  yard  has  a framework  set  by  a large  Dracaena  Palm  {Cordyline  australis) 
and  two  Silver  Dollar  Gums  {Eucalyptus  polyanthemos).  More  hybrid  tea  rose 
standards  can  be  found  with  a backdrop  that  includes  a Princess  Flower  {Tibouchina 
urvilleana)  and  a Weeping  Chinese  Banyan  tree  {Ficus  benjamina).  Low  borders  are  of 
the  groundcover  Star  Jasmine  {Trachelospermum  Jasminoides),  and  the  hedges  are  of 
Camellia  sasanqua.  Another  Wisteria  can  be  seen  trailing  up  the  house  to  frame  the 
side  bay.  The  lath  panel  fence  is  planted  with  Jasmine  {Jasminum  polyanthum),  a vine 
that  will  soon  cover  the  entire  structure  with  foliage  and  fragrant  summer  blooms. 

A sunny  center  yard  is  lawn-filled  and  set  off  by  varied  border  plantings.  Along  the 
south  edge  is  a row  of  Heavenly  Bamboo  {Nandina  domestica).  The  west  side  is 


planted  with  clusters  of  Agapanthus  at  the  base  of  a large  Bower  Vine  [Pandorea 
jasminoides).  The  sunny  north  border  includes  two  large  Bouganvillea  vines  that  bear 
red-bract  flowers,  a multi-stemmed  New  Zealand  Christmas  tree  {Metrosideros 
excelsus),  English  Lavender  {Lavandula  angustifolia),  Fortnight  Lilies  {Dietes  vegeta) 
and  an  Eastern  Dogwood  {Cornus  florida). 

The  rear  yard  is  a hideaway  setting  created  by  the  spectacular  Coast  Redwood 
{Sequoia  sempervirens)  that  has  spread  over  the  fence  from  the  neighbors  yard. 
Tucked  into  the  corner  you  will  find  a fruit-bearing  Apple  tree.  Another  Bouganvillea  is 
found  here  that  bears  purple-bract  flowers,  even  with  the  limited  light.  Clumping 
bamboo  {Bambusa  multiplex)  sets  off  the  northwest  corner  of  the  space  with  a splash  of 
apple  green. 

■ Street  Trees 

On  Hill  Street,  from  #34  to  Guerrero  - A nice  mixture  of  species  are  on 
this  block.  #98  has  a notable  Raywood  Ash  {Fraxinus  oxycarpa  ‘Raywood’). 

On  Guerrero  Street,  from  Hill  to  2 1 - On  the  west  side  of  Guerrero 

across  from  the  end  of  Hill  are  beautiful  examples  of  Indian  Laurel  Fig  {Ficus 
microcarpa  nitida)  as  street  trees.  #925  has  an  excellent  example  of  Australian  Willow 
{Geijera  parviflora).  Across  the  street  at  #906  in  the  front  yard  is  a towering  example  of 
Douglas-fir  {Pseudotsuga  menziesii). 

On  2 1 ST  Street,  west  of  Guerrero  - These  are  young  Purple  Leaf  Plums 
{Prunus  cerasifera  ‘Atropurpurea’). 

On  2 1 ST  Street,  east  of  Guerrero  - Two  nice  Gingko  trees  {Gingko  biloba) 
are  in  front  of  #3367-3369  and  #3371 . Many  other  species  are  on  the  block,  including 
Indian  Laurel  Fig  {Ficus  microcarpa  nitida),  Victorian  Box  {Pittosporum  undulatum), 
Southern  Magnolia  {Magnolia  grandiflora),  Bronze  Loquat  {Eriobotrya  deflexa),  Lemon 
Bottlebrush  {Callistemon  citrinus)  and  Blackwood  Acacia  {Acacia  melanoxylon). 

Corner  of  Liberty  and  Guerrero  Streets—  The  garden  of  845  Guerrero 
has  a beautiful  example  of  Monterey  Pine  {Pinus  radiata)  in  the  front  garden.  Note  the 
miniature  rose  standards  lining  the  walkways  of  this  beautiful  garden. 

On  Liberty  Street,  Guerrero  to  Valencia  — The  very  large  Shamel  Ash 
{Fraxinus  uhdei)  dominate  this  block,  those  on  the  south  side  being  shorter  due  to 
power  line  clearance  pruning.  Other  species  along  the  south  side  of  the  street  include 
Indian  Laurel  Fig  {Ficus  microcarpa  nitida),  Wax-leaf  Privet  {Ligustrum  japonicum 
‘Rotundifolium’),  Chinese  Elm  {Ulmus  parvifolia).  New  Zealand  Christmas  tree 
{Metrosideros  excelsus)  and  Sweet  Gum  {Liquidambar  styraciflua).  A noteworthy 
example  of  Weeping  Bottlebrush  {Callistemon  viminalis)  is  at  the  north  west  corner  of 
Valencia  and  Liberty. 

On  Guerrero  Street,  Liberty  to  2Qth  - At  #808  is  a huge  White  Mulberry 
{Morus  alba).  The  east  side  of  the  street  is  dominated  by  Purple  Leaf  Plum  {Prunus 
cerasifera  ‘Atropurpurea’).
